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1.  ABC's  of  Sex  Education  For  Trainable  Persons  -  16mm,  Color  &  Sound,  20  min. 

A  film  about  how  trainables  must  be  taught  to  live  successfully  with  other 
people,  including  their  sexual  behavior.   Three  main  topics  covered:  learning 
about  their  bodies'  function,  simple  mechanics  of  reproduction,  and  their 
social  behavior  and  responsibilities.   The  important  aspects  of  homosexuality 
and  masterbation  are  also  discussed. 

2.  About  Conception-Contraception  -  16mm,  Color,  18min. 

A  silent  film  which  through  the  use  of  graphic  drawings,  illustrates 
the  process  of  contraception  as  well  as  common  birth  control  devices.   The 
trainers  can  supply  their  own  script  and  make  it  useful  to  their  specific 
audiences.   The  film  can  be  stopped  after  each  sequence  to  allow  for  discussion. 
Good  as  a  client  training  device. 

3.   All  My  Buttons  -  16mm,  Color  &  Sound,  28  min. 

Described  is  the  concept  of  deinstitutionalization  and  normalization. 
The  viewer  is  introduced  to  a  young  retarded  'man  who  has  been  taught  to 
handle  a  job  but  not  how  to  live;  to  a  superintendent  of  a  state  institution 
who  wants  to  eliminate  the  traditional  training  schools;  and  to  teachers  in 
schools  purporting  to  use  behavior  modification.   This  film  exposes  the  mis- 
conceptions and  prejudices  of  the  public  which  make  deinstitutionalization 
of  the  developmentally  disabled  difficult. 

k.      Coming  Home  -  16mm,  Color  &  Sound,  2?  min. 

Spotlighted  in  this  film  are  many  of  the  problems-  raised  by  starting  r.  rroup 
home  for  young  retarded  adults  in  the  community  setting.  Charlotte  leaves  a 
state  institution  to  live  in  a  group  home  and  to  begin  a  program  which  recognizes 
her  right  to  full  citizenship  and  self-actualization.   The  film  is  also  about 
Charlotte's  neighbors,  some  who  have  come  to  know  her  as  a  helping  friend  and 
others  who  are  "considering  ways  of  removing  the  home  for  the  retarded  from 
Elm  Street." 

5.  Larry  -  16mm,  Color  &  Sound,  60  min. 

The  story  of  a  young  male  adult  who  had  been  inadvertantly  tucked  away 
in  an  institution  since  early  childhood.  Demonstrates  well  the  difficult 
resocialization  process,  as  well  as  the  damaging  effects  of  enviromental  re- 
tardation.  A  high  quality  film  usefull  in  education  of  the  general  public. 

6.  Like  Other  People  -  16mm,  Color  &  Sound,  37  min. 

A  British  film  about  spastic  adults;  the  two  central  figures,  Margaret  and 
Willie,  live  in  a  group  home.   What  they  have  to  say  about  their  need  for 
emotional  and  sexual  fulfillment  applies  equally  to  people  with  other  handicaps. 
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'.  Normalization  -  Slides  (100 )/  tape 

A  slide  presentation  with  an  accompaning  script  or  tape  which  outlines  the 
concepts  of  normalization  as  described  by  Nirje.  A  good  community  awareness 
program  which  can  be  used  in  conjunction  with  "Where  The  Children  Are." 

8.  People  First  -  16mm,  Color  &   Sound,  55   min. 

The  most  ambitious  documentary  ever  produced  on  the  subject  of  equal  rights 
for  the  developmentally  disabled,  over  25,000  feet  of  film  was  shot  to  document 
the  lives  and  political  activities  of  "People  First",  a  self-advocacy  group  of 
disabled  citizens. 

9.  Standard  First  Aid  Course  -  MULTIMEDIA  16mm,  Color  &  Sound 

A  series  of  four  films  designed  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  workbooks 
and  other  materials.   Concentrates  on  the  basic  principles  of  first  aid,  should 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  materials.   Course  length  8  hours.  . 

10.  Where  The  Children  Are  -  Slide  show 

Slide*  show  utilizing  120  black  and  white  and  color  slides  in  conjunction 
with  a  written  script,  8  review  institution-alization  and  some  current  alternatives. 
An  extremely  graphic  representation  of  institutional  life  which  also  informs  the 
viewer  as  to  how  those  conditions  evolved  and  why  they  continue  to  exist.   A  good 
community  awareness  program.  Also  available  in  an  audio  tape  which  can  be  used 
in  place  of  the  script. 

11=  Where  To  Begin  With  Nonverbal  Children  -  16mm,  Color  &  Sound,  1?  min. 

This  film  was  made  to  help  teachers  choose  among  alternatives  and  select 
courses  of  action  when  they  encounter  a  non-verbal  child  in  the  classroom.  It  is 
directed  towards  elementary  teachers,  school  administratiors,  students  in  education 
and  other  fields  related  to  child  development. 

12.  Who  Did  What  To  Whom  -  l6mm,  Color  &   Sound,  I6f  min. 

This  film  is  for  any  audience  which  wishes  to  improve  its  ability  to  interact 
more  productively  with  others.   It  consists  of  forty  short  scenes,  typical  events 
which  occur  everyday  at  home,  in  school,  and  around  the  office.   After  each  scene, 
discussion  time  is  provided  to  help  viewers  fully  understand  what  occurred,  the 
probability  of  it  happening  again,  how  an  event  can  be  changed  to  achieve  a  more 
positive  result,  and  how  the  scenes  apply  to  their  own  experiences. 
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
